Muscatine county, Iowa, did, in the year 1867, take certain
steps to become an incorporated town; and,

HEREAS, On the first day of July, 1867, the said town of

West Liberty was duly orianized as an incorporation by order
of the county court as shown by the records of Muscatine
county, Iowa, and;

WaErzEas, A plat of said town was filed in the office of the
secretary of state on the 11th day of October, A. n. 1887, and no
other papers relating thereto are on file in said office; and,

That certain ordinanees of the town of Eddy-
ville now in use in said town on the passage of which the yess
and nays have not been called or have not been recorded or
have not been read on their passage or the same have not been
certified to by the recorder in the manner provided by law, be
and they are hereby seaveralltil declared to be as legal and bind-
in%i in every respect as if the yeas and nays had been called
and recorded as provided by law and as if the ordinances had
been severally read on their passage and properly certified to
by the recorder in the time and in the manner provided by
law at the time of the passage thereof.

Sec. 2. This aoct being deemed of immediste importance
shall be in force and take effect from and after its publication
